GUAUD'lNO THE 11RITANNIA.

Ilepntr Ifealtli Ofllcer Hmltli Denle that
Tbcre U Cholera on Hoard.

Tho Quarautino officials y indipiantly
denied tho assertions thot cases of cholera
bavo been discovered among tho passcngors
on tho Frcncli steamer Britannia, now de-
tained at Quarantino for obbcnation.

Deputy Health Officer Smith, who was in
charge of tho Boarding Station when on
Evenino Woslii reporter called at Quaran-
tine this morning, said; "Thoro is abso-
lutely no foundation, as yet, for tho
reports that any of the Briton-niu'- s

jiassengers lime- tho cholera.
One boy, displaying soino evidence
of tho deccaso, was removed, but it is prema-
ture to say tluit ho has cholera, for tho Health
Officer lias not convinced himself that the
lad is infected with tho disease. This, ob far
as I know, is tho only caso of sickness that
haH been discovered aboard the ship,
with tho exception of tho man who died
of congestion of tho lungs tho day after tho
ship armed. It has been insinuated that wo
are trying to keep information from tho pub.
lio about tho real condition of affairs at
Quarantino. This is absurd. When a
ship is detained at Quarantiuo it
is at ouco supposed that sho
has cholera aboard, but owing to tho prevail-enc- o

of this dreadful scourgo in Southern
Europo we aro determined to exorcise every
precaution in preventing any ship from carry,
ing it into Now York or Brooklyn. There-
fore wo consider it our duty to detain all ves.
sels until wo aro absolutely certain that tho
passengers ara not infected with tho
scourge."

Larly this morning Health Officer Smith
went down tho bay to mako his regular visit
to the Britannia. Late last night, however,
everything w os quiet both at Hoffman and
Swinburuo Islands and also among tho rs

of the Britannia. Tho lotter is being
closely guarded, and no communication 1b

allowed with either tho passcngors or tho
vessel.

Tbo Health Officer feel"? annoyed at tho
criticisms which have boon mado in various
quarters on his permitting tho Independent!
to coma to this city and discharge her passen-
gers. This ship, bo assorts, in clcanlinoss
nnd tho general health of tho passengers boro
no comparison to that of tho Brit-auni- a,

which was found to bo in
a very dirty state. Tho Independent!
was thoroughly clean and has a physician in
whom tho Health officer has entire confi-
dence. Ho said that during tho voyogo every
precaution was taken to provont an outbreak
of tho cholera, and no sickness of any kind
prevailed during tho voyage.

Notwithstanding this, many assert that tho
Health Officer should have kept tho vessel in

Many of her passengers camo?uarantino.region of Palermo, whoro tbo
scourge is making hftvoo among its popula-
tion, and they carried with them a lot of
rubbish, which, when it camo to Castlo Gar-
den, emitted sickening odors. This fact
alone, areuo soma, should havo mado tho
health officer more cautious in allowing tho
ship with its load of passengers and daily
baggage to como to the cjty.

IIo Dies In Nt. I'rnncln Ilonpltal After a Snr-de- al

Operation.

Fathor Kirncr, tho priest, whoso only fault
was his over zeal in tho causo bo es-

poused, died at St. Francis's Hospital
at iO o'clock last night. Ho was
removed to the hospitai between 6

and G o'clock last ovening. An operation
was performed in order to mako him moro
conitortablo, and. although no evidence of
paralysis was visible, tho oaso was hopeless
from tho start. No arrangementa bavo yet
been mado for the funoral.

"Bangs camo into the saloon and said:

MaoWilliams. who is hunting for mo
to kill inc.' A hock drovo up soon after and
two gentlemen got out. Ono of them, who
had an umbrella, was talking to Bangs when
Col. MaoWilliams camo along, with his

in his hand. Bantrs cried out. ' Haltll'
" Tho word was scarcely uttered before

CoL MaoWilliams raised his revolver and
fired. Tho shot passed closo to Bangs' s head.
Bangs then nulled his pistol from lus pocket
and fired at MacWilliams, but tho Colonel
had thrown himself so that I would bo right
in his rear. Bungs then shot again threo
times. MaoWilliams started to run, but soon
fell down dead. Bungs gavo himself up to
tho Sheriff."

Publio sentiment sides with Bangs.
was ono of the best-know- n politi-

cians in tho State. MaoWilliams was Secre-
tary of tho Florida Scnato iu 1885, and was
ono of tho best stump-speake- in tho State.

JESSIE M'CORKLK'S STORY.

DENIALS THAT ANYBODY WANTS TO GET

HER OUT OF THE WAY.

Her Transfer From One rplaropal Institu-
tion to Another Nald to Ilr Knilrely Itrjtu-la- r,

Nolwllhstandloai Talk Why Hhr.
Lett Chrl.t'n Hoapllal-- A Probability That
She Will Hliortly be Hcnt to Hratlnnd.

Bo long m pretty Jessio McCorklo remains
n inmato of tho Houso of Mercy n Dnmocle-sia- n

sword will hang over tho head of somo
very respoctnble people in Tcrsoy City, nnd
when sho lenvct that iiihlitutlon tho sword
may drop.

Jessie is an nttractiva.lookiug brnnetto of
eighteen years. She was born in tills city of
respectable parents, and is now an or-

phan. About two and n half years
ago sho camo under tho notico of
Sister Brown, tho Mother Superior of St.
Phuobo's Mission in Brooklyn, nnd was ad-

mitted to that institution. After remaining
in charge of the sisters for snvcral mouths a
situation was found for the girl as nurso in
Christ's Hospital on Jersey City Hoights.

It is alleged that while sho was in thut in-

stitution ouo of tho pbysicinus took advan-
tage of tho girl's youth nnd unprotected con-
dition, and that sho mado formal complaint
to tho authorities against him. Soon after
this Jessio was taken into tho family of the
Bov. Mr. Hebbard, rector of Trinity Episco-
pal Church. Jessie has made a statement to
Bunt. Bobert Wilkin, of tho Brooklyn So-
ciety for tho Prevoutlon of Cruolty to Chil-
dren, to tho effect that she w as not treated
properly in tho house, and finally left.
There is talk about tho matter among tho
parishioners.

It is alleged that persistent efforts hnvo
been mado to get tho girl out of tho way.
Two days after sho loft tho olergyman's
houso, and while staying nt tho houso of a
friend, sho was sought out by tho polico
according to tho story told by hor friends
nnd induced to go bnck to St. Phcobo's
mission. From there sho was transferred to
tho Houso of Mercy, an Episcopalian institu-
tion nt tho foot of WeBt Eighty-sixt- h stroot,
in this city. Sho wns rccoivod thcrouttho
request of n clergyman without a commit-
ment. It is said to be against tho rules of tho
institutiou to admit persons without n proper
order from a police magistrate.

An Eveniwj WonLD roportor visitod the
House of Mercy this morning and askod to
bo allowed to see tho girl. Sister Mary, who
was in charge, promised to produca Jessie,
but afterwards said sho would prcfor uot to
do so.

" I do not want anything olso said unless it
comes out in tho courso of legal proceed-
ings," tho sister explalnod. Sho said thnt
Jessie appeared to bo both truthful and intel-
ligent.

' Tho girl has relatives in Scotland," sho
continued, "who aro amply ablo to provido
for her, nnd I boliovo sho will bo sent to
them in the course of a fow days."

The sister denied that tho girl wns a pris-
oner, but refn.Bod.either to allow any ono to
see her or to lot Jessio know that any ono
wished to see her.

At St. FhcoWs Mission, in Brooklyn, tho
Sisters wero nverso to talking on tho subject.

An Evekiko WonLD reporter called on tho
Sister Superior this morning. In answer to
the questions sho said that two and n half
years ago Sisters, in thoir round of mission-
ary work, found tho young girl in surround-
ings which rendored tier removal to
tho Mission advisable. According to
the rules of the homo, nona but temporary
quarters can bo furnished tbo noeuy, but so
nttached did the sisters become to the young
girl that for over a year sho was with thorn,
doing nothing but following her own inclina-
tions. No work was required of hor. But at
tho end of this time her lovo of wandering
begun to assert itself.

" Then," said the sister, " wo decided to
try the influences of education, and accord-
ingly wo sent her to a well-know- n boarding-scho- ol

in tho suburbs of Brooklyn. For a
while here she did well, but ngaiu sho
crow discontented and wo took hor
back among us. Then, ono of tho
lady officers of tho mission wanted n domes-
tic. Sho lived but a short way from our
Homo, nnd wo sont Jessie to assist her, witlt
tho understanding that shn was to lxi em.
ployed but u short time, and was to return to
tho Mission every night. Whilo in this w ork
sho succeeded very well.

" At tho end of a few weeks sho was again
with us. and then wo decided to tryjherat
tho Christ Hospital, Sho wont thcro under
tho guidance of ono of our sisters, remained
but a short time and then wont to tho Hev.
Mr. Hcbbard's.

" Wo ulw ays hoped that tho girl was not
morally bad. She was arrested, not because
sho was guilty of any criminal offence, but
simply to prevent her falling into danger.
While under arrest, Sister Alice, of tho
Mission found her out, and it wns at her re-

quest that Jessio came back hero. Thnt van
a week ago lobt night. It was then that thn
Board of Managers of tho Mission objected
to her being longor maintained, nnd at our
suggestion the officers of tho Houso df Morcy
took her away."

Jessie's parentB died in hor infancy.
Sho lias nover followed any occupa-
tion but lived, it is understood, on
money furnished hor by an undo,
Sho has a singln sister, whoso whereabouts
is not known nnd who, rumor says, did her
share towards supporting tho girl.

Tho btories to tho effect thut tho authori-
ties do not want to givo tho matter full

owing to the part u proniinont
citizen of Jersey Citjjplayed thoroiu, was

at tho Mission, and it was said
that certain letter which Jessio wrote to on
acquaintance, whilo in Jcrsoy City, gav o no
foundation to tho report.

Sister Alice, who is in charge of Christ's
Hospital, said to tho reporter, after a mo-
ment's hesitation: " I huvn declined to bay
anything in regard to the matter, but
owing to tbo shameful statements mado in
in somo of tho papers. I am now willing to
tell .von tho story. Jessie 5IcCorkh como
hero July 15, and left inn September 15, sim-pl- y

bocaubo I thought it odvisoble, for sho
was moro caro than I wished to undertake in
addition to my other duties."

Tlio sister furthor said that tho report that
complaint had been mado against a plivbician
bad nothing moro in it than this, that sho had
feared thnt as Jessio was possessed of a rather
romautio mind, trnublo might arise from tho
fact that sho and tho physician wero
inmates of tho samo houso, and necessarily a
good deal in each other's company. Tor tnis
rcubou, and tho additional earn resulting
from it. Sistor Alice allowed tho girl to
go to tho Bov. Dr. Hebburd's, whoro sho
stayod from Sept. 16 to Oct, 10. Sister Alico
saw that it was sho who obtained Jessie's
roleaso after hor arrest and had her
transferred to St. Phcobo's Mission.
